THE B-WMAN MURDER. 


Verdict of the Coroner's Jury—Concluding 
Te-timony taken o-Dvay. 

There are still no new developments in the 
Bowman murder mystery, and the prospects for 
unraveling it are becoming less favorable every 
day. One by one the nunerous theories advanced 
are «vaporating, and as fir as «8 Kaown the detect 
ives have not asyet obtained a single ciew which if 
followed up migat in time lead to tne capture of 
the perpetrator. When the testimony of ali the 
witnesses was take» oo Monlay the inquest was 
adjoursed until to-day. so that in case t ere were 
any other parties » bo bad any information to give 
their evidence might be taken.

RECOMMENDATION THAT IT PASS. 

This motion was put and carried, and President 
Alien resuming the chair Mr. Devoy reported as 
instructed, 

Mr. Biakely then moved that the Council be con- 
stituted a special committee of tiirteen to consider 
this bill. Hethought that the meritsof the bill 
could be reactied inthis way much better than in 
any other, for the reason that parties interested 
couki be given a hearing and the Council could 
proceed to the consideration of the bill in an intel- 
ligent manner. 

Tiis motion provoked some discussion. Mr. 
Devoy believed that Council should consider the 
bill without going into committee. Mr. Seddon 
thougiit Mr. Blakely’s motion a good one. Finally 
the motion prevuiled, and the Council tooka recess 
to allow t..e committee time to sit. This was ac- 
companied by much discussion. The Council did 
not app-ar wiling to grappie with the subject. 
Mr. Devoy made aspeechin which he said they 
bad the whole even.ng ahead of them; they were 
all there; tney had all ziven the subject as much 
attention as they ever would give it; they were 
familiar with the bill—tiere wag in fact no reason 
why tiey should not immediately begin work upon 

it. Mr. Devoy’s remarks bad weight, and the 
movement toward postponing the matter was 
beaded off. 
MR. CUMMINGS, 
when the committe had met, said that he did not 
know when Mr. Blakely made the motion for a 
special committee  f thirteen that any of the Water 
Gas Compauy's representa ives were present, bu 
he had been informed since that Mr. Dwiznat Tred, 
way, the preside :t of the coapany, was in the 
ante-room, and the committee might, with profit, 
ask him to speak upon the merits of the bill. or re- 
quest from him any informatio: desired to be ob- 
tained. He moved that Mr. Tredway be asken to 
appear. Tne motion carried avd Mr Tredway 
was Called into tue chamber from tle clerk's office 
and requested to sta.e why he thougat the biil 
should ve passed. 
MR. TREDWAY 
stepped into the chamber and took a position at the 
side of Councilman Stone's desk. He said: “I don't 
know just whattosay on this subject The bill 
pow before you has been before the two houses for 
six months and in one f.rm or another for a year. 
During that time we have extended our works and 
invested $351,000. Our works are in flue con tition. 
We bave a capacity of $1,000,000 feet a day anda 
cousumption of 100,00¥. Under the present conu - 
‘ion of affairs we have on Washington avenue 70 
per c nt of the cousumers and ov Franklin avenue 
9) per cent, We pave been enjoined from ex end 
jng our pipes in the districts operated by the coal gas 
companies. Our investment isa large and honest oue. 
Tue ca tal cas been put up by people wio have 
come tere to put their money into honest compe- 
tition, Two years and a ha.f agothe-people of this 
c ty were paying $2 50 per 1.000 fee: for gas Now, 
in a larze district of the city, they pay only §1 60. 
Taoisisasavn,s tothe peopeof three-quarters of 
a milion, or almost $300,000 a year. Thit is a re- 
sult of competition,aud our company is to be thanked 
for it. We 
DID NOT COME HERE FOR A FIGHT. 

We started in to e.ve tue city Cheap, good gas. We 
have tuis $850,000 invested bere, and for two years 
we have veeu trying (o get an ordinance passed to 
pable us to vend our gas. We have been fought 
in the couris by the old gas companies 
and we have received no encouragement 
whatever except from the lower house 
Iam not here tocompiain, and I don't pretend to 
comp ain. lam merely stating facts. We began 
with $1.50, and bave compeiled one of the com- 
panies to bring its fizures down to that sum. Now, 
why should we not ve givena further chancs to 
compete? Why charter another company at a 
higher price? Go through ihe cities of the United 
States and you will find everywhere that since 
water gas has been introduced tnere has been a 
great reduction in the price of g s. In ali the sea- 
coast c.ties, Boston aloue excepted—and there they 
object to the carbonic oxide, although they proba- 
bly do not know what carbonic oxide is—the 
price of gas has been reduced at 
least $150 per 1,000 feet siace the 
introduction of water gas. Now, I don’t know 
what to say further, but I shall gladly answer any 
question or state any particular facis brought be- 
fore ime. 


MR. SEDDON 

then questioned Mr. Tredway relative to that part 
of tue first section of the bill wuich provides for 
the laying of the company’s mains in 
the streets of the city and inthe alleys wherever 
practicable. He wanted to ko -w wuat protection 
the city bad in case the reconstructed streets were 
destroyed by being ripped up for the iaying of 
pipes 

Mr. Tredway—I think the protection is ample. 
This bili leaves to the Street Commissioner the 
authority to see that the street pave 
ments are properly relaid. He ig at 
liberty to call on us to repair 
tne streets at any time and there is a fund to mate 
us pay the money for the repairs from. 

Mr. Seddon—How many miles of mains do you 
expC. to put down in @ year? 

Mr. Tredway--We shall put down at least twenty 
miles. 

Mr, Seddon—Suppose at the end of six months 
the streets should gei out of repair, —

of section six, that you sua.l be required on accept- 
ance vf this ordimance to pay into the treasury the 
sum Of $1,000 asa special fund to be used by the 
Street Commussiener in making any necessary 
repairs or Cuanges, suffic.ent Lo guarantee the city 
that all repairs shall be made? 

Mr, Tredway— Yves, for the provisions are further 
that whenever a part or the whole of that $1,000 
shall nave been expended by tne Street Commus- 
siover for these purposes the company shall be 
notified to pay so muca more money into the City 
Treasury as will bring the fuod up again toahe 
amount of $1,000, and that unless the deficiency is 
made good within ten days after the notice vas 
been g ven the company shall pay $20 a day for 
each day the deficienc. exists. 

Mr. Seddun—Tue sum of $20 a day is a small one. 
For one buudred days that wouid be $2,000. 
WOULD THAT BE ENOUGH? 


Mr. Tredway—Well, I'd like to go back’ a 
minute. In granting this franchise all you do is to 
give us the privilege of using the streets. We 
aiready have a corporation, and we already furnish 
ligot. Yougive usin this ordisance po special 
powers. Now, if we refuse to put up the money to 
repair ‘he streets we open, we forfeit our charter. 
You have the same remedy that anybody bas. You 
can bring us into court if you like. Tbe penaity of 
$20 a day if we delay accumulates, and the fund 
evularges. With this flue and the additional fact 
that you take away our charter, 
I think the protection is adequate.

terial demanded, and that such streets 
or alleys should be kept free from all depressions 
and in good condition for not less than eighteen 
months after the streets or alleys have been re- 


binding one and very severe. The company was 
leit entirely at the mercy of the Street Commis 
sio er. Under that section the company could be 
compelled tokeep the streets in repair for fifty 
years tocome. Mr. Tredway inetanced, as showing 
how binding the provisions were. the case of the 
cable road, which laid a better pavement than the 
orignal, Mr. Seddon wanted to know how the city 
could enforce the provisions in case the company 
bonded itself as some (of the railwaysdid. Mr. 
Tredway said the company gave the city a bond 
of $60,000, and further that the company 
was good for anything it did. There was 

A GENERAL ORDINANCE GOVERNING THE MATTER 
of opening the streets and the company was liable 
upder that. He said that it was not reasonable to 
suppose that the company would start out to de- 
stroy the streets. ‘ 

Mr. Seddon—In section one you are required to 
lay pipes in aileys wherever practicable. Now 
what is your obligation? How can you be made 
to carry this out? 

Mr. Tredway—It does not cost one-fifth as much 
to go into alleys as into streets. We won't tear 
up a granite street when we can furnish consum 
ers through the alleys. It is altogether to 
our interest to go through the alleys. 

Mr. Seddon—But where is your liability uoder 
this contrac: ? 

Mr. Tredway—lIt is with the courts to say that— 
the liability of any other company. We would not 
atrempt to evade a provision t..at benefits us, 

Mr. Seddon— Do you know what proportion of 
pipes in otter c ties is placed in alleys? 

Mr. Tredway—I donot. I know, however, that 
under the present circu:nstances we would put our 
pipes in alievs Wuerever we could. We wou.d dis- 
like to disturb the newly-recoustructed streets. It

Mr. Seddon—Have you doue So as yet. 

Mr. Trcdway—I am notinforined. It is possible 
that we have.

Mr. Tredway—ihat depends on tke location. I 
should think it cheaper.

Mr. ‘iredway—I «ont think so, The mere potice 
from the proper «fficer would be sufficient. The

Mr. Seddon—Then until the end of the contract 
you light those lamps for $20?

If we conform to tie ordinance ino 
regard to the amount of pipe lai! I don't see how 
wecan dothat. The only way we can make money 
out of $1 25 gas is to get the whole city.

Chicago people consumed one thousand million 
fert of gas a year, several times more tian St.

Mr: Seddon—How long has the charter of the St.

It has always been a petidea with me that 
this was a thing the city should 
receive some compensation for. The streets 
belong to the whole people.

For the 
privilege of using these streets I theught the city 
ought tobavesome conipetsation so that those 
who do not use gas would be protected. 1 made a 
motion for the reconsideration of the bill. Council- 
man Rowse then told me that! was young and 
green and that ali these promises were empty; that 
they were male for no other purpose than delay 
I didn’t believe it then. I didu’t beljeve thag 
these solid, reputable citizens would such 
a thing for such @ purpose, but I believe it now.

These men have never cept their word. Now the 
bill ix before us this year. I have aiways been 
prejudiced agaist it. Ihave always been in favor 
ef i.ome men. The joint committee was appointed 
and | was madea member. I was unable to ac- 
company them to the East, but I couf-ss that I 
was amazed at the amount and the import 
ance of the information they brought 
back. I told parties thea that every flrure more 
than verified what had beeu told us 
by parties whom we thought inter- 
ested. In all the cities of the country 
a@ greater price is being paid than this proposes.

MR. SEDDON 
followed Mr. Devoy in an earnest speech. He said 
this was the cheapest proposition ever 
made.

Mr. Haines did know whether he 
favored this bili or not, but he knew 
that he would not want an 
amendment grafted on it atthat state. The twenty- 
five years franchise was not long enough. 

Mr. Blakely said it would be well to consider Mr. 
Devoy’s warning that if the bill was sent back to 
the House with amendments it would be jafa over 
for another session. We have now the opportunity 
to pass it by not attaching amendm-nts. When 
we consider the impiacabie hoscility of the other 
companies we ought to know that the bill will 
NEVER GET BACK HERE 

if itis amended. We ou,bt, therefore, to pass it 
now, 

Mr. Cummings said that Mr. Seddon's proposi- 
tion to change the period of the franchise from 
1920 co 1910 ougl.t not to prevail. He had no fear 
that the city would be saddled with a burden for 
thirty-five yeurs. There were too many safety- 
vaivesin the bill for that. The bill needed no 
amendmeots. The committee’s report was that 
the average price of gas ail over the country was 
$160. Here we were to be given gas fur $1 25. 
He had never hoped that we could get 
gas for that price, and now he rejoiced at 
the prospect. He did hope with Mr. Devoy that the 
old nabobs who had got rici: off the oid companies 
would give the city a better bi.l, but they had failed 
to do so and now it was time to pass this bill. 

MR. FRANK ' 
bere made a speech urging procrastination, but he 
was out-argued. 

Mr. Beil said the bill wag not complete and he had 
come prepared to amend it, but ratuer than jeopar 
dize the safety of the measure be would waive bis 
amendments and vote for the bili as it stood, 

The Counci! was then called to order, and the 
committee reported recommending the passage of 
the bill. The report was aiopied and the bill taken 
up section by section. Mr. Stone offered amend- 
ments on every opportunity, but he was voted 
down, and section after section adopted. The vote 
on these amendments was lito 1. When the final 
vote was taken Mr. Stone gracefuliy succumbed, 
and the bill was passed unanimously. It was la. 
m. then, and,af.er congratulations and cigars all 
took carriages for home. 


The Bill. 

The bil) gives the St Louis Gas, Fuel and 
Power Company and its successors and assigns 
the right to lay aod maintain gas pipe in the 
streets, alleys an! highways of the city of St. 
Louis, “provided that where practicable the pipes 
laid vy said company sball be piaced and main- 
tained in alleys,” for aterm ending January 1, A. 
D., 1920. 

Consumers are to be charged $125 per 1,000 
feet with 5 per cent off on 
all bills paid within five days 
after presentation, practically giving gas for $1 18. 

Sireet lamps will be supplied with gas, lighted, 
extinguished, cleaned and repaired, for $20 per 
anuum. 

The gas isto have an illuminating power of not 
less than 20 candies Eaziisa sperm, tu be tested ia 
the manner ia which gasis now tested, the com- 
pany to be fined $250 for each and every day upon 
which it faiis to maintain this standard. 

Pipes. etc., are to be laid with the least pos 
sibie mjury or delay to the pubiic, and 
the compavy is to repair all streets or alleys in the 
manver as orizinally constructed, and tue Sireet 
Commissioner is authorize il to see that the repairs 
are properly made. In order that this may be 
done, the company shail be required to pay into 
the City Treasury $1,000 -as a special fund to be 
used for repairs, etc., aud to keep this fund up to 
$1,000 ali the time. 

No exclusive rights are given, and the city 
reserves tne right to grant other parties the’ same 
or similar rights and privile, es. 

The company is to lay not less than five miles of 
maiu in each year, provided the demaud for gas 
requires it.§ 

Auy failure to observe the ordinance, or to com- 
ply with its terms or conditions, works a forfeiture 
of all rights. 

Tbe company must accept the ordinance within 
six'y days after its approvai by tue Mayor, and its 
written acceptance must be ..ccompanied by a pen- 
al bond, wita two or more good secur.ties, to be 
approved by the Mayor aud Coun- 
cll, of $50,000, conditioned that the company 
shailcomply wit ali the conditions of the ordi- 
nance aod willindemnofy and save barmiless t..e 
city agains. ali suits fr damage, eic., and the 
voud shali be renewed from times to time, When- 
ever the Mayor thinas it necessary.
